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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledged Receipt 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment to the claims and remarks relating to the 
previous office action, both of which were filed on 01/21/2005. The above have been considered 
and entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, and 7-23 are allowed. 

3. Regarding independent claims 1 and 19, the prosecution history, especially at the 
previous Remarks by Applicant (01/21/2005, pp. 11-12) clearly indicates the reasons for 
allowance. 

4. Regarding independent claims 4 and 21, the reasons for allowance have been clearly 
indicated in the previous office action (10/21/2004, numbered para. 38-39). 

5. Claims 12-18 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claims 12-18, directed to the 
process of making the patentable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of 
a restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 12-18 are hereby rejoined 
and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1. 104. Since all claims previously withdrawn 
from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in 
the Office action mailed on 04/16/2003 is hereby withdrawn. 

6. The remaining claims are allowable due to their dependency.
